The Washington @orréspondent of the 
New York Herald, writing about the Texas 
election, lets out as follows: _ 

“Considerable anxiety is manifested over 
the negro vote, not so nuch upon the grounds 
ot the unreliability of this class. as their 
remarkable credulity, combined with igno- 
rance. The ne as a class, are univer- 
sally with the Republicans; but the fears 
are that they will be duped by the emissa- 
ries of the Opposition. A stampede of the 
African vote at the last moment would have 
a most damaging, if not fatal, effect. One of 
the first efforts of the Republicans in their 
management of the campaiga will be to watch 
and keep the negro element well on hand. 
It is now five weeks until the election, and 
much remains to be done before the State 
can be considered in any manner safe.” 

“ Now,” says the Mobile Advertiser, * we 
wish all the people who are classed here as 
the ‘negro vote,’ were able to read the fore- 
going, to show how completely the Radical 
party is at their mercy. There is no doubt 
that a ‘stampede of the African vote’ (not 
only in Texas, but Alabama and every 
where else in the South) ‘would have a 
most damaging, if not fatal, effect.’ The 
truth is, it would lay the Radical party out 
cold. The moral we would draw from it 
is, that the Radical negroes are like an ele- 
phant that is led about by a man who is a 
pigmy in strength compared to him, sim-
